Since about 1920, when the boll 
weevil ended the old crop system, 
and with it the tenant and share- 
cropper evils, the South has been 
torn away from its past. It is 
wrong to speak of a New South. 
There isn’t one; There is an 
emerging South. The future is 
not yet in focus. It will not be, 
so long as the Southern senators 
and congressmen, the governors 
and businessmen refuse to under- 
stand what has happened to them 
—and what is to transpire. 


The Tragedy 


The tragedy of this is that good 
people, as fine as anywhere in 
the nation, are involved. They 
will follow leadership if it is 
available. They are regionally 
loyal. Therefore, they have lis- 


tened for a long time to false-|ing 


hoods and distortions. Now, they 
are beginning to see and to un- 
derstand they have been deceived 
for the political benefit of others. 


The magnificent thing about 
Atlanta’s successful desegrega- 
tion day was that it was a volun- 
tary thing. There was, to be sure, 
a court order. But it had been 
accepted. There had followed 
more than a year of preparation. 
There was a will to obey the 
law. There was a genuine relief 
in having done with shabby, un- 
true deceptions and cheap ration- 
alizations. 


To those who had worked with 
it, the greatest thrill was the 
faith of the parents and the chil- 
dren. The peddlers of untruth 
had sought to produce a boycott 
with a campaign of vulgar de- 
ceptions and lies. They tried to 
frighten the parents. 


There was no mob, no disorder, 
no violence. This was because 
it was done by a confident peo- 
ple, weary of prejudice, proud 
of their city, and of their civiliza- 
tion, 


The letters began to come in 
the days that followed. Most 
of them were wonderful. Some 
were vicious in the way that only 
the coarse and ignorant can re- 
veal their viciousness. 


Pathetic Letters 


A few were pathetic. One ex- 
ample will illustrate. An elderly 
lady in a small rural town wrote, 
out of complete sincerity: 

“Why must the Negro be given 
special privileges?”’ 

This one sentence is more re- 
vealing than a whole chapter on 
sociology. To this lady the fact 
that the Negro seeks to vote and 
to be free of discriminations 
merely because of the color of 
his skin, is a demand for ‘“‘special 
privileges.” 

Many Southerners, especially 
those in rural areas, literally do 
not understand that the Negro is 
a citizen of the United States. 
The Negro is as much a citizen as 
anyone else—no more and no 
less. He is, therefore, entitled 
to be treated, in all public aspects 
of life, just as are all other cit- 
izens. He has no special priv- 
ileges—merely those available to 
all U.S. citizens. 


For a long time it has been 
possible to treat him as if he 
were not a citizen. A_ better, 
stronger South will grow out of 
the new situation. 

The private sector of life re- 
mains as before. Guests at homes 
will be only those invited there, 
School children will associate only 
with those members of their 
class with whom they wish to 
be associated. And, as for mixing 
the races, surely the extremists 
do not mean to insult the South- 
ern people by saying they must 
have a law to keep them pure. 
It is not true there will be any 
forced association. There is no 
real reason to be disturbed by 
change. 
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GM and Union 
Settle Big Issue

DETROIT (UPI)—The United Auto Workers Union 
and General Motors Corp. Monday night reached agree- 
ment on the major issue which caused a nationwide 
strike against the nation’s largest auto maker—adequate 
relief time for 310,000 workers at 129 GM plants. 


The UAW struck GM earlier 
Monday in an effort to correct 
what it called ‘‘sweatshop’’ work- 
conditions. By Monday night, 
the nation’s biggest employer was 
shutdown with more than 256,000 
workers at 93 plants off their jobs. 


The announcement was made 
within two hours after a night 
bargaining session between UAW 
President Walter P. Reuther and 
GM Vice President Louis G. Sea- 
ton. 


GOLDBERG CONFERS 


The settlement came after a 
telephone conference with Secre- 
tary of Labor Arthur Goldberg. 
Seaton refused to say what Gold- 
berg told him because “I don’t 
feel that’s proper.” But it was 
reported that the labor secretary 
suggested the formula for agree- 
ment. 


Seaton said he thought the set- 
tlement on relief time would speed 
up local negotiations which were 
a key factor in Monday’s strike— 
the biggest in the industry's his- 
tory. 


In a joint statement the UAW 
and GM said: 


“GM will provide sufficient re- 
lief men to provide each employe 
on production lines with 24 min- 
utes of actual personal relief per 
shift taking into consideration that 
the first hour at the start of the 
shift and the first hour after 
lunch are not normally required 
for relief except in emergencies. 


FOLLOWS PROPOSAL 


The agreement seemed to fol- 
low a proposal the UAW made 
only hours before Monday morn- 
ing’s strike. The union has con- 
tended that GM workers have not 
been given adequate relief time 
and if&some cases are forced to 
take breaks within minutes of re- 
porting on their jobs. 

Reuther said the strikes were 
caused mainly over working con-

ditions. He called the GM work- 
ing conditions ‘“‘inhuman’’ and 
said they destroyed a man’s dig 
nity. He described the giant auto 
maker “‘as a glorified, gold-plated 
sweatshop.” 

In a brief meeting with news- 
men after the announcement, 
Seaton said he ed the strike

ville set up picket lines at 10 
a.m. Monday. 


A half-hour meeting of union 
and B-O-P management officials 
was held at 8:30 p.m. Monday, 
with no progress made toward 
settlement. Another meeting was 
scheduled for 9:30 a.m. Tuesday. 


The only meetings of Fisher 
and Chevrolet negotiators held 
Monday were to set up 9 a.m. 
Tuesday conferences. They had 
taken the day off to rest from 
Sunday talks that lasted until 3 
a.m. Monday. 


The strike started when the day 
shift walked off the job at 10 
a.m., the deadline set by the 


UAW national headquarters for 


meetings to try to reach agree- 


agreements to be reached on local 
issues. 


GM employes have been work- 
ing under temporary extensions 
of their old contract since Aug. 
31. The company and the national 
union reached a general agree- 
ment on wages and benefits six 
days ago. 


Officials of UAW Locals 10 and 
34 say the workers will stay off 
the job until local issues are re- 
solved and a national contract 
signed. 


The: local issues include relief 
time on the assembly line, senior- 
ity, transfer rights, shift prefer- 
ences, equality of hours, qualifi- 
cations, protective clothing and 
ventilation.

HOUSTON, Tex. (UPI)—Three 
hundred and seventy one babies 
in one Red Cross shelter Monday 
seemed to outdo Turricane Carla 
with their squalling. 


But nobody cared. They were 
safe from the fury of the storm, 
dry (from the weather, at least), 
warm and well-fed. 


So were tens upon tens of thou- 
sands of other persons, young and 
old, sick and well, being cared 
for in 435 Red Cross refugee shel- 
ters throughout the state. 


“Untold thousands sought ref- 
uge for themselves in motels, 
hotels, private homes and camps 
throughout the huge state. 


BY CAR AND BUS 


They fled the coast by car and 
bus in streams before the on- 
slaught of Carla. 


There were an estimated 100,000 
refugees in Houston alone. At one 
block-long shelter, parents and 
their 371 babies—52 of them only 
about six weeks old—spent the 
night. 


four Houston policemen to help 
with the!bottle and diaper washing. 


There were a total of 2,672 per- 
sons in the three-story building. 


Mrs. C. R. Dickey, Houston, a 
veteran volunteer worker in times 
of crisis, joined other women in a 
disaster mobile kitchen to make 
sandwiches and keep babies’ milk 
bottles full and warm. 


SIT AND WAIT 

There was no trouble, despite 
the crowded conditions. Mostly it 
was sit and wait and line up for 
food. 


“The only persons we arrested 
were a man and woman we 
caught necking in the balcony,” 
Policeman O. C. Fulton said. 

Children and parents filled high 
school gymnasiums and cafe- 
terias. An estimated 6,000 people 
crowded into shelters at battered 
Corpus Christi.

It was another outgrowth of 
the increasingly bitter battle for 
the important Negro community 
vote between Allen and Smith.

tin, the state capital, leaving 
behind a coastline devastated by 
150 mile-an-hour winds and 12- 
foot tidal floods.

Winds at the center dropped to 
110 miles an hour—still lethal— 
when the storm moved past Vic- 
toria.

Late Monday night, Carla had 
moved inland to Yoakum, Tex., 
about halfway between the coast 
and Austin and was progressing 
slowly northward. 


Austin lay 126 miles ahead of 
the hurricane, moving at a slow 
and punishing pace, and the cap- 
ital city of 200,000 people was 
alerted to expect winds up to 75 
m.p.h. (bare hurricane strength).

PLANNED NO INVASION 
“But,” he added, ‘“‘there was 


absolutely no planning for an in- 
vasion in my administration.” 


This disclaimer is in sharp 
contrast to what officials of the 
Eisenhower and Kennedy admin- 
istrations have said privately 
about the genesis of the ill-starred 
undertaking of last April, when 
Cuban refugees failed to hold a 
beachhead. It was _ heretofore 
been taken as fact that an inva- 
sion by American-trained Cuban 
guerillas was projected as early 
as last November, but was held 
up on White House orders be- 
cause of the impending change 
in administration. 


IKE’S IN ERROR? 


A’ well-informed source close 
to the White House commented 
after Eisenhower’s statement: 


“I’m sorry to say the general 
is in error. I not only know there 
were plans for an invasion while 
he was in office, there are doc- 
uments to prove it.’’ 


Eisenhower’s comments on the 
Cuban incident came during a 
question and answer session at 
the conclusion of a day of polit- 
ical socialization with 38 fresh- 
man Republican members of the 
House. They journeyed to Gettys- 
burg in chartered buses Monday 
for a tour of the famous Civil 
War battlefield. Eisenhower served 
as their guide.

‘“‘unfortunate’”’ and that he would 
have to oppose it. 


Morse echoed statements to the 
Senate by Rep. Senators George 
D. Aiken of Vermont and Francis 
Case of South Dakota that they 
were “greatly disturbed” at pub 
lished reports from White House 
officials that Kennedy has chosen 
"Woods over Labouisse to head the 
new agency for international de- 
‘velopment. 


Kefauver took no part in the 
floor exchange but told newsmen 
that on the basis of his investi- 
gation of the Dixon-Yates contract 
alone he would vote against 
Woods’ confirmation. His Tennes- 
see colleague, Sen. Albert Gore, 
said he would take a_ position 
after examining that record. 


SHARP DEBATE EXPECTED

Equally, when you hear some- 
body shout that this Congress has 
been only a spineless stooge for 
the White House, the soundest re- 
sponse will be the same—a yawn. 
For this sort of thing comes from 
people who believe in their hearts 
that any president—Eisenhower, 
Kennedy or whoever—ought to be 
treated by any Congress with the 
gravest. of suspicion. 

The truth is that this Congress 
has rather faithfully reflected the 
moderate mood of a country little 
concerned with ideological and 
partisan hair-splitting but much 
concerned with sensible and re- 
strained ce. 

In the very early days just 
after his inauguration in Janu- 
ary, Mr. Kennedy asked and Con- 
gress promptly granted a whole 
series of essentially relief meas- 
ures. Congress agreed quickly and 
acted quickly because of the then- 
existing business recession. As 
the recession began to lift, Con- 


gress quit being so kind fo pras- 
idential plans involving spending 
and a good deal of experimenting 


in general. 
The President, in his turn, then 


began properly to draw back a 
bit—to reduce, in spirit if not for- 


ities that this cguntry was 
upward c march again 
and was, moreover, being be- 
deviled by foreign crises from 
Cuba to Berlin. 

But some of the lesser figures 
within his. administration, along 
with such ultra-liberal Democratic 
senators as Wayne Morse of Ore- 


gon and Joseph Clark of Pennsyl- — 


vania, could not or would not 
read the new realities. They con- 
tinued to argue for spending pro- 


grams much as though this were ° 


the decade of the long-distant de- 
pression rather than a year of 
steadily rising payrolls and prof- 
its 


It is these men, and not his 
official opposition, who have giv- 
en and will give the President 
his greatest trouble in Congress. 
It is now plain beyond dispute 
that when the new session meets 
next January, his whole central 
problem will be to deal with: an 
infinitely dangerous world situa- 
tion. 

Thus his greatest necessity. will 
be to find—if he can—a means 
to calm the ultra-liberals in his 
own party. He must somehow 
keep them from the threshing 
wildly about toward dubious re- 
formist goals which have nothing 
to do with winning a cold war 
and will only distract and divide 
the nation. He must convince 
them, in a word, that these are 
the nineteen-sixties—and not the 
nineteen-thirties.

It remains to be seen whether 
this latest thrust of Russian strat- 
egy will result in a propaganda 
victory for Khrushchev or will 
produce an indignant response 
from the rest of the world. We 
can hope this latest act will pro- 
voke the indignation of the peo- 
ples of the world who truly want 
peace. Three years ago we vol- 
untarily stopped the testing of our 
own atomic weapons. These three 
years of “no progress” are the 
price we have paid to buy the 
position in which we new find our- 
selves. . 

Khrushchev 
demonstrated that he wants peace 
only on his own terms, The mask 
has been stripped off and the 
world has now seen the brutal 
face of communism as it really is.

OTTAWA—Prime Minister John 
Diefenbaker told the Canadian 
House of Commons Monday that 
he thought the time had come 
when the United Nations ‘“‘might 
give consideration to the interna- 
tionalization of the city of Ber- 
lin under the United Nations and 
that its status continue under 
United Nations presence.” 


The prime minister was closing 
a debate on foreign policy. In his 
speech he aligned himself strong- 
ly with the United States and the 
Western powers, warning that the 
international situation was ex- 
tremely grave but that there must 
be no sign of weakness from the 
democracies. At the samie time 
he expressed regret that the 
United States had found it expe 
dient to resume nuclear testing 
but conceded that there was lit- 
tle choice after the Russians re- 
sumed 


Cencerning his suggestion re-/ 


garding internationalizing Berlin, 
Diefenbaker said he realized it 
would not “‘receive the support of 
Premier Khrushchev’ but that at 
least it would be a step forward 
in that, if negotiations failed, 
“The United Nations would have 
something to which it could give 
its attention. 


“Tt wourd require uncontrolled 


access by the West,” he said. “It 
would also require a willingness 
on the part of four of the nations 
to agree.” 


SUGGESTIONS MADE 


Several. suggestions had been 
made to Diefenbaker about how 
to resolve the crisis over Berlin. 
One was that the whole city be 
placed under the trusteeship of 
the U.N., with access guaranteed 
by a U.N. force. There had also 
been suggestions made that the 
U.N. headquarters be moved from 
New York to Berlin, he said. 


“Speaking for myself,” he con- 
tinued, “I may say that the sug- 
gestion has no appeal.” 


The Prime Minister declared 
that it was the policy of his gov- 
ernment to work for the closest 
possible unity with other mem- 
bers of the U.N., the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization and 
the British Commonwealth of na- 
tions. He congratulated members 
of the opposition for speaking out 
against some editorial writers in 
Canadian publications who have 
held that the crisis in Berlin was 
an artificial one brought about by 
U.S. propaganda.

More than 100,000 students, teachers and other 
city school personnel will attend school Saturday, Sept. 
23, to make up for a holiday made mandatory by law 
for the runover city primary, Friday, Sept. 22. 


6, but the 180 teaching days do 
not include a holiday for Sept. 
22, the runover election date. 


Unless 180 teaching days are 
preserved, the city must forfeit 
a portion of its state allocation, 
which would be 1-180th of the 
amount the state pays Atlanta 
schools each year. 


Only 52 of the 137 regular city 
schools will be used as voting 
places in the primary, but all 
must be closed, under a charter 
amendment passed in 1951. 


Dr. Letson expressed regret 
that the day must be made up by 
holding classes on Saturday. 


He said it is ‘‘an offense” not to 
close the schools and that unless 
180 teaching days were in the cal- 
endar, the city would lose state 
funds, ‘“‘which we cannot afford.”’ 


“We have no other alternative 
at present,” Dr. Letson said in 
pointing out that he knows or no 
other city in the country where 
schools must close by law on 
election days. 


Dissatisfaction has been ex- 
pressed previously with the en- 
forced closing, but the law has 
remained operative.

Bank Chief Faces U.S. Jury 


In Failure at Ochlochnee 


OCHLOCHNEE (#— The presi- 
dent of the largest Georgia bank 
to close since the bank holiday 
of the 1930s awaited grand jury 
action on federal charges Monday 
while liquidation of the institution 
proceeded. 


The FBI charged Clifton P. 
Wurst, resigned president of the 
Bank of Ochlochnee, with viola- 
tion of the Federal Reserve Act 
in honoring overdrafts of more 
than $180,000 for two firms in 
which he is interested. 


Upon arrest by the FBI, Wurst, 
37, made bond of $5,000 for grand 
jury action in February. 


The bank, with assets of about 
$950,000, closed Thursday on or- 
ders of the state Banking depart- 
ment, and the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation was named 
as the liquidating agent. The 
FDIC guarantees deposits up to 
$10,000 each and E. L. Cox, its 
representative from Washington, 
said he hopes to begin paying off 
depositors within 10 days. 


THIRD SINCE 1930 


W. R. Jackson, assistant state 
superintendent of banks, said only 
two other state banks have closed 
since the depression years—one 
in Ila and the other in Kennesaw 
—and both had assets of only 
around $100,000. 


Jackson said a $50,000 surety 
bond is available to help pay off 
the bank’s depositors and credi- 
tors. He was unable to say 
whether this bond, proceeds from 
the liquidation and a receivership 
against one of the firms involved 
in the overdrafts would be suf- 
ficient for 100 per cent payment. 


He also was uninformed, he 
said, as to how many deposits, if 
any, exceeded the FDIC $10,000 
guarantee. 


Ochlochnee is a Thomas County 
farming community of 500 in ex- 
treme south Georgia. The closed 
institution was its only bank. 


The receivership action was 
brought by attorney Frank L. 
Forrester, representing the state 
Banking department, against CTW 
Farm Supply Co., to recover as- 
sets for the bank. Forrester an-

Even 
in fairly small doses it is deadly. 
In tiny doses it can make people | 
ill—and sometimes it is only by 
sheer luck we find out that the, 
person who is “sick all the time” 
is the victim of monoxide in the 
home. 


In a case like today’s, I wonder 
if perhaps there isn’t a water 
heater, incinerator, washer or 
refrigerator that is giving off 
monoxide which is not being car- 
ried outdoors through a proper 
vent.

In response to an earlier refer- 
ence to monoxide, I received a 
letter from an official of a large 
gas company, saying: 


“We urge our customers to 
check their appliances and make 
certain they are working prop- 
erly. Since we require gas water 
heaters to be vented to the out- 
side the danger of carbon monox- 
ide poisoning is meager if cus- 
tomers follow accepted safety 
routines.” 


True. But let’s remember that 
unless there is a proper vent the 
monoxide peril can occur in any- 
thing that burns fuel, whether 
gas, coal, wood, oil, gasoline, 
rubbish or paper.

tain for his next movie or TV 
show, using some shots similar 
to those of the pint-sized auto 
bouncing, hurrying, tumbling up 
and down, around and around 
the mountain, scurrying in and 
around the gnarled cedars, 
stumps, pines which sprout 
from the cracks in the massive 
granite mushroom. 


The commercial opens with a 
socko shot of the mountain, a 
brief description bit about The 
Rock and a thumbnail biography 
of Nour, who, after being in- 
volved in an automobile acci- 
dent on the Northeast Express- 
way said that scaling Stone 
Mountain was a lot safer than 
driving in downtown traffic, an 
opinion in which I heartily con-

As the auto begins its perilous 
climb, bumping, bouncing, rac-

The series is being distrib- 
uted through the facilities of 
the nonprofit National Educa- 
tional Television and Radio 
Center, which has a network of 
ol stations, with a_ potential 
audience of 85,000,000. The cen- 
ter has been broadcasting ‘‘en- 
richment” and adult education 
programs, but ‘“Parlons Fran- 
cais” is the first direct teach- 
ing in-school program to be tel- 
ecast nationally. Using the ‘“au- 
dio-lingual” method, it is antic- 
ipated that the program will 
help to overcome the tremen- 
dous teacher shortage. 


Among the school systems 
served by television stations 
which have already made _ar- 
rangements to include ‘‘Par- 
lons Francais” in their curric- 
ulum for the coming year are 
New York, Chicago, Boston. San 


Francisco, Philadelphla, Pitts- 
burgh, Minneapolis - St. Paul, 
Washington, D.C.: Urbana- 


Champaign, Iil.; New Orleans, 
Cincinnati, East Lansing, Mich.: 
Salt Lake City, Schenectady, 
Durham. N.H., and Atlanta. The 
Georgia State Board of Educa- 
tion has placed demonstration 
films from the series in each 
of its regional libraries at At- 


lanta, Tifton, Statesboro, and

41m. CARTERSVILLE is the center of 


Georgia’s mineral belt. On the right of 
U.S. 41 is LAKE ALLATOONA, formed be- 
hind gigantic Allatoona Dam. Two state 
parks and private developments have 
made the reservoir one of the best water- 
sport resorts in Georgia. West from Car- 
tersville, on State Route 61 are the 
ETOWAH INDIAN MOUNDS; one of them, 
65 feet high, is among the largest earthen 
mounds left anywhere in the country. 
Continue on U.S. Highway 41, which 
closely follows the course taken by Sher- 
man on his march to Atlanta in 1864. 


68m. CALHOUN. Once this town on the

bronze statue of Sequoyah, the Indian 
scholar who invented the Cherokee alpha- 
bet. Drive three miles northeast on U.S. 
41 to the site of NEW ECHOTA, last capital 
of the Cherokees, who patterned their

107m. RINGGOLD. Turn left on Georgia 
Route 2. 


117m. CHICKAMAUGA AND CHATTA- 
NOOGA NATIONAL MILITARY PARK, 
commemorating the tremendous battle 
fought near the banks of CHICKAMAUGA 
CREEK on September 19-20, 1863. It re- 
sulted in the Confederacy’s greatest vic- 
tory in the West, but was won dearly, 
with 18,000 casualties, and ultimately the 
Confederates were driven from the Chat- 
tanooga area. Roads through the Park 
are lined with almost 1,900 markers and 
memorials, which tell the story of valor, 
tragedy and violence. The woods and 
fields are maintained approximately as 
they were at the time of the battle, Be 


sure to visit the visitor center and museum 
at the north entrance to take advantage 
of the excellent Park Service displays.

Declarer brought home a rather 


enterprising slam on a somewhat 
unusual play today. 


After West’s preemptive bid, 
North made a take-out double, 
and South chose to show his 
strength by a big club jump. 
North, having al Ithe controls, | 
went on to six. 


The opening lead of the nine of 
spades had the earmarks of a 
singleton, so declarer went up 
with the ace, and discarded his 
remaining spade on the ace of 
hearts. He then cashed the ace of 
clubs and ruffed himself in with a 
heart, duly noting the fall of 
East’s king. Trumps were drawn 
next, and declarer observed that 
West followed to three rounds. 
South was now faced with the 
problem of holding his loss in dia- 
monds to a single trick. 


On a rapid analysis, it would 
seem that he must find the dia- 
monds three-three with the hon- 
ors favorably located. In view of 
West’s participation, declarer de- 
cided to play him for the king of 
diamonds. He might be tempted, 
there, to lead toward the ace, 
and play back to the ten on the 
return. On a recheck, however, 
South reached the conclusion that 
such an attack could not succeed. 
On the basis of the pre-emptive 
bid. and the fall of the cards, he 
decided that West had seven 
hearts. He had followed to three 
clubs and had shown a spade, so 
he did not rate to have more than 
two diamonds. Success of the con- 
tract, therefore, depended on 
West having exactly the king and 
one diamond. Declarer therefore 
led a low diamond and ducked 
all around. East was in and re- 
turned the king of spades which 
was ruffed by declarer. A low 
diamond brought forth the king 
from West and on the return of 
the suit East’s jack was picked 
up on the finesse.
